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MINUTES OF RARS MEETING HELD NOVEMBER 1, 1972, 


The regular meeting was called to order at 7:35 PM by President Lee Johnson, WA4ZNA, in the Civil Defense Room of the NC 
State Administrative Building. Lee welcomed members and guests. 


Tom Martin, K4CQJ, introduced Bill Coleman, K4DMD, from Come!l Dubilier Eiectronics in Sanford, N.C. Bill presented an 
interesting slide and talk presentation on the capacitors made by CDE at the Sanford plant. 


After the break the club unanimously elected Sherman Starns, W4TZU, as Vice President and Jesse Hodges, W4EEL, as Treasurer. 
They will take office January 1, 1973 and we wish them good luck. To Tom Martin, K4CQJ, and Bill McDowell, K4CIA, our 
outgoing officers for these offices, our thanks for a job well done. 


Ed Alderman, WA4PEN, head of the FM Committee, presented the FM committee's data on the two proposed RARS 2 Meter FM 
repeater sites. The committee requested $100 for equipment to make the installation operational and approval from the club to 
proceed with plans and licensing, etc. at one location. After lengthy discussion at which time members-at-large, FM committee 
members and present area FM repeater owners were heard the following motion was unanimously passed: The $100 for equipment 
would be granted; the society will proceed with preparation of the necessary paperwork and licensing for the Capitol Towers build- 
ing location; the RARS Executive and Advisory Committee would prepare a plan, to be presented to the membership at the December 
meeting, on how the club proposes to raise funds to support this and other club projects. An additfonal motion, passed by majority 
vote, approved the expenditure of an additional $300 to cover the cost of one year of repeater operation at the agreed upon loca- 
tion. 


Charles Blair, K4RSH, explained the planned operation of a 2 meter FM traffic net to meet on the Chapel Hill repeater (22-82) at 
8 PM local time. He also made available to club members a list of stations using this repeater by name and location for help in 
traffic handling and general information. 


The Jim Reid Library book collection is progressing well according to Jim Johnson, W4JUG, chairman of the committee. ARRL 
has generously contributed copies of their current publications for the collection. 


The secretary has plenty of FCC form 610's on hand. Also notify him of any changes in grade of license, call, or address to keep 
the roster up-to-date.
